11-plus test 
for grammar 
schoolspots 
should be 
‘tutor proof

EDUCATION experts have warned 
that 11-plus reforms aimed at putting 
a stop to “endemic” private coaching 
of pupils have to be made completely 
“tutor proof”. 

They say if this does not happen, pri¬ 
vately-schooled children would continue 
to have an advantage over state-educated 
pupils in gaining a place at one of Kent 
and Medway’s 39 grammar schools. 

Selective schooling was introduced to 
allow bright children from less wealthy 
backgrounds the chance to go to the 
best schools. 

But the coaching culture which has 
evolved in recent years has seen parents 
paying for expensive tutors to train their 
children through the Kent Test, putting 
families that can’t afford extracurricu¬ 
lar help at a disadvantage. 


Private schools are also able to tutor 
pupils for the exam during curriculum 
time say to education experts, while this 
is banned in state primary schools. 

Teachers argue that once in a gram¬ 
mar, some heavily-tutored children 
- perhaps better suited for a non-selec- 
tive school - can fall behind and suffer 
stress and anxiety. 

Kent County Council has looked at 
ways of improving the method of test¬ 
ing, but has twice decided to stick with 
the current system. 

Another consultation is now being 
organised. Among suggestions from 
headteachers is to assess students’ 
progress over their last year, and allow 
headteachers more of a say on pupils’ 
overall ability, and even that boys and 
girls should be scored differently. 

Cabinet member for education at 
KCC, Cllr Mike Whiting, said he wanted

‘A new Kent Test must be less coachable'

to make sure the test was “fit 
for purpose”. 

“There were suggestions 
about changing the timing and 
some headteachers felt it put 
pressure on their pupils and 
staff at the wrong time in the 
school year,” he said. “Some 
felt that a move to more 
headteacher and longer term 
assessment might be better. 

“Alongside all of this, some 
heads liked the nature of the 
test, thought it worked well, 
and wanted it left alone. 

“I said that I would be happy 
to review it. I would consider 
anything that was legal, afford¬ 
able, practical and effective. 

“My only two stipulations 
were that I would be looking 


for a test that was less coacha¬ 
ble than the current one, and 
that Kent should retain a uni¬ 
versal test because I didn’t 
want to subject children to be¬ 
ing trawled around the county 
to sit a number of different tests 
in different schools.” 

He said a group of heads had 
met and while they had not 
made specific recommenda¬ 
tions, they wanted an exam 
which limited the opportunity 
for coaching. 

Gravesend-based education 
expert Peter Read, of Kent In¬ 
dependent Education Advice, 
said coaching was having a 
“disastrous” affect on the shape 
of grammar school education. 

“What we want to see is a 
system that minimises the af¬ 
fect of coaching - a test that 


isn’t coachable,” he said. 

“Parents are legitimately go¬ 
ing to give their children the 
best chance of securing a gram¬ 
mar school place. You can’t 
blame them. It’s KCC’s respon¬ 
sibility to find a solution.” 

Mr Read said there was an 
“endemic” coaching culture in 
west Kent, but less tutoring in 
east Kent, which has a higher 
number of deprived wards. 

“This means more children 
in west Kent than east Kent are 
found selective in the first 
place,” he said. 

This is compensated for in 
east Kent by using headteacher 
assessments to put more chil¬ 
dren through into selective 
schooling, 

“A higher population of chil¬ 
dren from west Kent are get¬ 


ting through the 11-plus at the 
expense of able children,” said 
Mr Read. 

This is also causing problems 
with oversubscription, prompt¬ 
ing some schools to become su¬ 
per-selective, where only the 
highest performers gain a place. 

“It is imperative for the fu¬ 
ture of a common grammar 
school system for the affects of 
coaching to be minimised,” he 
said. “I do not believe long term 
assessment will work. 

“Part of the problem is the 
inequality caused because 
many private schools exist 
solely to get children into a 
grammar. They teach (for 11- 
plus) during curriculum time. 
State schools are not allowed. 

“If they go for assessment of 
work then private schools will 


start focusing on that to make 
sure figures stay up.” 

It is estimated up to a third of 
Kent grammar places are cur¬ 
rently taken by students from 
fee-paying schools. 

Divisional secretary of Kent 
NUT, John Walder, who be¬ 
lieves schooling should be com¬ 
prehensive, said secondary ed¬ 
ucation had become a 
competition. 

“Coaching should form no 
part of it. It should be naturally 
based on how the child copes. 

“If you coach, the chances 
are there will be some children 
who have a hard time at the se¬ 
lective school due to their ina¬ 
bility to cope.”

AN American Democrat living in Kent 
has spoken of her relief at Barack Obama 
being re-elected for a second term as 
president, and how she hopes political 
disputes can now be set aside for the 
good of the country. 

Sandi Carney, 63, from Chidding- 
stone, is a member of Democrats 
Abroad, a group of expats which has 
members throughout the county and 
across the rest of the UK. 

On Tuesday night, Mrs Carney, who 
is originally from Hawaii, was among 
the millions nervously awaiting the re¬ 
sults of the US presidential election. 

She said: “It could have gone either 
way, I went to bed thinking ‘oh my 
gosh’ and woke up the next morning to 
see Obama has four more years.” 

After millions of Americans took to 
the polls on Tuesday, it became clear 
President Obama had defeated Republi¬ 
can challenger Mitt Romney in the race 
for the White House. 

Obama took to social networking site

Twitter to thank voters and posted a 
photo with his wife Michelle. 

He tweeted: “We’re all in this togeth¬ 
er. That’s how we campaigned, and 
that’s who we are. Thank you.” 

Despite the economic crisis facing the 
country and the high levels of unem¬ 


ployment, America’s first black presi¬ 
dent beat Romney by 303 electoral 
votes to 206. 

Mrs Carney, who has both American 
and UK citizenship, sent off her postal 
vote in favour of Obama a month ago. 

She said: “I woke up early Wednes¬ 
day morning; tiptoed to the laptop and 
breathed a sigh of relief. 

“I think good sense prevailed. It was a 
very close election. Obama came in [to 
power] with such great promise four 
years ago. A lot of voters were disap¬ 
pointed he did not get any further.” 

Mrs Carney said the reason people 
voted for Obama was to allow him to 
finish what he started. 

She said: “He has a sense of duty, not 
only to the US but to Britain and the rest 
of the world.” 

Mrs Carney and her husband joined 
another Democrat couple, who coinci- 
dently are from Hawaii and also live in 
Chiddingstone, for a celebratory dinner. 

Mrs Carney said: “It was so good to 
hear Mitt Romney say he wants to set 
differences aside and work together. 
That’s what we have to do. 


“I sincerely hope they put all these 
political differences aside. It’s time to 
quit sniping. Now the idea is to do 
what’s best for the country.” 

Mrs Carney said the President now 
needs to tackle the important issues. 

She said: “I think the next thing is he 
has got to tackle the economy and the 
deficit. Within the next week or so he 
has got to come up with a plan. 

“Unemployment is a bit better. For 
Americans, being more mobile, if there 
isn’t a job in one state they will move to 
another. Obama will have to tackle that 
as well though. 

“Before the election he did not come 
up with a big plan. We are waiting for 
the plan. We vote for the personality.” 

President Obama grew up in Hawaii 
and Mrs Carney went to university with 
his late mother, Ann Soetoro. 

Mrs Carney said she can see influ¬ 
ences from his upbringing in his policies 
and views. 

She said: “His mother was always a 
very socially active and motivated per¬ 
son. She would roll her sleeves up and 
get involved.”

Support today’s heroes as you honour the 
brave fallen with a poppy on Armistice Day

THE county will fall silent for two minutes on 
Sunday as the clock strikes 11am on the 11th 
day of the 11th month. 

Poppy wreaths will be laid at war memorials, 
and parades will be held through many of 
Kent and Medway’s towns to honour those who 
paid the ultimate sacrifice for their country, 
and the soldiers who continue to put their lives 
at risk today. 

Armistice Day marks the signing of the treaty 
formally ending World War One, which oc¬ 
curred at the 11th hour of the 11th day of the 
11th month in 1918. 

Remembrance Day is usually held on the Sun¬ 
day closest to November 11, except for special 
years such as this one when it falls on the same 
day as Armistice. 

Veterans, dignitaries and families will join to¬ 
gether to pay their respects across the county on 
this important day and observe the two-minute 
silence at 11am. 

This year’s Poppy Appeal, run by the Royal 
British Legion, aims to raise £42 million to help 
the thousands of service men and women who 
have put their lives on the line in conflicts past 
and present. 

Last year, the county’s Legion raised a record 
£1,339,254 to support veterans and serving 
personnel. 

Community fundraiser for the Legion’s Kent 
branch, Clare Saunders, said the organisation 
had responded to more than 1,600 requests for 
help in the last year alone. 

She said: “Please stand shoulder to shoulder

Wreath laying in Canterbury will 
take place at the war memorial at 
Buttermarket followed by a service 
of Remembrance at the cathedral, 
starting at 10.50am. 

A parade is being held through 
Maidstone town centre from 
10am with a military contingent 
marching along Week Street to join 
with a civilian contingent in Earl 
Street. The parade will travel to the 


Cenotaph on the Broadway, where 
a service will take place from 
10.50am. 

In Medway, there are several 
services, with the main one being at 
10.40am when the Mayor of 
Medway will lead a parade from 
The Guildhall Museum to Roches¬ 
ter Cathedral, where a service will 
take place.

WORLD WAR TWO 


‘Lost’ German war grave to be 
remembered for the first time 


THE unmarked grave of two 
'forgotten' Luftwaffe airmen 
buried in Whitstable is to be 
specially remembered this 
year with its first ever wreath. 

Historian Joe Potter 
uncovered the tragic case 
while trawling the archives. 

In 1940, Oberleutnant Horst 
von der Groeben was found in 
the wreckage of a shot down 
Dornier bomber, and Oberleut¬ 
nant Gerhard Muller died 
several days later in hospital. 
The plane was on its way back 
to Germany following an 
attack on London. 

They were buried in War 
Grave Number 1 at Whitstable 
cemetery, but not long after, 
four more airmen were buried 
in the same plot on top of the 
two bodies already there after 
their bomber was also shot 
down over the Kent coast. 

Some two decades later, it 
was agreed by the British and 
German governments that 
German military personnel 
buried in Britain should be 
moved to the Cannock Chase

German Military Cemetery in 
Staffordshire. 

But the two original airmen 
in the Whitstable grave were 
not moved as those in charge 
of the project did not know 
they were underneath the 
bodies of their comrades. 

Records show in all, 11 
servicemen were eventually 
buried at Whitstable, but just 
nine were moved in 1962. 

It's now hoped the German 
government will pay the 
£3,000 to relocate the remains. 


Mr Potter, from Felixstowe, 
Suffolk, said they plan to mark 
the grave with a wreath for the 
first time while the transfer 
campaign gathers momentum. 
The Royal British Legion is also 
backing the move. 

He said: "The airmen were 
buried on August 17,1940, and 
for some reason the local 
authorities failed to inform the 
then Imperial War Graves 
Commission. As a result, as far 
as they were concerned, the 
grave did not exist. 

"The German War Graves 
Commission has been aware 
since 2002, but as they are a 
charity that gets relatively 
little financial support, they 
cannot afford the legal costs. 

"I am in contact with the only 
traceable family, that of Obit 
Horst von der Groeben. 

"The family wish that the 
remains be moved to Cannock 
Chase, as the grave would be 
far better cared for collectively 
than it would be in isolation 
and plan to visit at some stage 
to pay their respects."

Police and crime chief candidates are 
still struggling for public recognition

IN LESS than one week voters 
will take to the polls to select 
the person who will hold one of 
the county’s most influential 
positions - Kent’s first Police 
and Crime Commissioner. 

This person will draw up and 
publish the police and crime 
plan, set policing priorities, and 
detail how and where taxpay¬ 
ers’ money should be spent. 

The PCC, who will replace 
Kent Police Authority, will also 
have the power to hire and fire 
the chief constable, hold Kent 
Police to account, and be the 
“voice of the people”. 

Six candidates are in the run¬ 
ning; Ann Barnes (independent), 
Dai Liyanage (independent), 
Craig Mackinlay (Conservative), 
Steve Uncles (English Demo¬ 
crats), Piers Wauchope (Ukip) 
and Harriet Yeo (Labour). 

But despite tireless cam¬ 
paigning and hustings, does 
anyone know who they are? 
And what do people know 
about this historical election 
taking place on Thursday? 

Four months ago, this news¬ 
paper carried out a survey, ask¬ 
ing more than 200 members of 
the public about the PCC. 

Worryingly, 75 per cent 
knew nothing about the elec¬ 
tion and a massive 91 per cent 
had no clue as to who the pro¬ 
spective candidates were. 

Just a week before the elec¬ 
tion, our reporters took to the 
county’s streets again to see if 
people were any the wiser. 

Positive results were seen in 
the number who knew about

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the election, with 72 per cent 
well informed. Even more 
pleasing was that 57 per cent 
said they would vote. This is 
despite fears the turnout will be 
less than 20 per cent. 

But our survey found that 
71 per cent of people still have 
no clue as to who the candi¬ 
dates are, 

Govinda Clayton, from the 
University of Kent’s school of 
politics and international rela¬ 
tions, chaired one of several 
PCC hustings. He called the re¬ 
sult “pretty concerning”. 

“When the PCC was first an¬ 
nounced it was about finding 
an upstanding member of the 
community who genuinely in¬ 
spired the electorate. 

“There is a danger the whole 
process will become politicised. 

“It could mean a future risk 
of it becoming a political step¬ 
ping stone and less about do¬ 
mestic policing in Kent.” 

Mr Clayton said he was “pos¬ 
itively surprised” by the number 
who said they would vote, but 


admitted that high turnout 
was unlikely, 

“If you walk up to anyone in 
the street and ask ‘will you vote, 
yes or no?’ they are likely to say 
yes. It will be low - some have 
said perhaps under 10 per cent. 

“The low turnout is a mas¬ 
sive concern in terms of the 
overall PCC process which was 
meant to increase democratic 
accountability; a low turnout 
would undermine it. 

“Even in the future, unless 
there is a candidate who genu¬ 
inely inspires people, I can’t see 
many people turning out for 
PCC elections.” 

But he admitted that once 
people started to realise how 
much power this person has, 
they may start to take notice. 

The polls are open from 7 am- 
10pm on Thursday. Around 
1,000 polling stations will be 
open across Kent. 

Police area returning officer 
Nadeem Aziz said: “I encour¬ 
age voters to check in advance 
where their polling station is 
and plan what time they intend 
to cast their vote.

School ‘prepared Dunn to be PoW’ 


STAFF at a private school have spoken of their 
sadness at the death of old boy Clive Dunn. 

The Dad's Army star, who died on Tuesday 
aged 92, was only recently speaking to one 
senior member of staff, and still couldn’t help 
but flirt with her on the phone. 

Director of admissions, Arabella Stuart spoke 
with fondness of their most famous former 
student, but admitted the star best known for 
playing Lance Corporal Jones, didn’t have the 
happiest time at Sevenoaks School. 

She said: "I am so sorry to hear he has died. 
He is someone the whole country knows and 
loves. I was talking with him quite recently and 
had a Long chat - goodness he was a flirt. 

"He was Living in Portugal, near the Algarve. 
He'd Lost his sight and everything, but he was 
really, really, amusing to talk to. 

"He was here when Life was very different in 
boarding schools. He was sent here incredibly 
young -1 think he was a year younger than any 
other boy in the school. He would have been 10. 

"His parents were in the entertainment 
business and were travelling around.

"He didn't have a massively happy time here, 
because those were the days of beatings. His 
comment to me was that it was good prepara¬ 
tion for coming a prisoner of war."

Dunn started acting in the 1930s, but his 
career was interrupted by World War Two, when 
he spent four years as a PoW. He became a 
recording star in 1971 when his record, Grandad, 
reached number one in the charts. 

He is survived by his wife Priscilla Morgan and 
two daughters, Jessica and Polly.

Heroic black WWI soldier is inspiration 
for latest novel by author of War Horse 



KILLED IN ACTION: World War One hero Walter Tull

WAR Horse author Michael Morpurgo 
has taken the life of a heroic Kent sol¬ 
dier who was also a top class footballer, 
as the inspiration for his latest book. 

Walter Tull, who was born in Folke¬ 
stone in 1888 and also lived in Dover, 
was the first black man to be an officer in 
the British Army, and the first to play 
professional football as an outfielder. 

His name is on the Dover war memorial after 
he was killed in action in France during World 
War One. 

Before his death the soldier had been ‘men¬ 
tioned in dispatches’ for his leadership qualities 
and recommended for the Military Cross medal. 
However, he never received the award as it could 
not be made posthumously. 

Now, Morpurgo has called for a change in the 
rules to allow the award to be made. 

The author, who taught at Milner Court 
Junior School, Canterbury, from 1970-72 and 
was head boy at the city’s King’s School, has 
used the story as the background for his latest 
work A Medal for Leroy - which also includes 
some of his own memories of growing up. 

He said: “Walter Tull’s life was the inspiration 
for Leroy in my story. This extraordinary young 
man had grown up in an orphanage, played 


football for Spurs, then joined up with 
his pals when war began in 1914. 

“He was incredibly brave in the field 
of battle and deserved a medal for gal¬ 
lantry. He never received one. He died 
leading his men into attack in 1918. 
He has no known grave. 

“Many of the issues in this book 
spring from the life and death of this 
brave young man. This is why the 
book is dedicated to his memory.” 

In the book the central charcater - Michael - 
lives with his French mother in London. His fa¬ 
ther died a hero, shot down in a dogfight over the 
Channel. Michael has one of his medals to re¬ 
member him by, and after an aunt dies he dis¬ 
covers a family secret. 

Morpurgo said part of his motivation for writ¬ 
ing the book was because he wanted Tull to have 
the medal he deserved, and to have the soldier’s 
statue outside the Imperial War Museum, so 
children could see for themselves how long and 
honourably black people have been serving in 
the Armed Forces. 

A Medal for Leroy, published by HarperCol- 
lins, is Morpurgo’s latest novel in a body of work 
that includes War Horse, Private Peaceful, Adol¬ 
phus Tips, and Shadow. 

War Horse was adapted for a hugely successful 
stage production by the National Theatre and, in 
2011, for a film directed by Steven Spielberg.

FOLKESTONE - CALAIS

A WORLD-famous stretch of the 
White Cliffs will be protected for the 
future after a fundraising campaign 
saw a staggering £9,000 raised 
every day for five months. 

The National Trust needed 
£1.2 million to buy the much-loved 
and iconic stretch of the Dover 
coastline, which overlooks the port 
and is symbolic of the two world 
wars as a sign of home for soldiers 
returning from battle. 

The charity already looks after 
and manages 7km of the White 
Cliffs, with the exception of this 
1.35 km section. 

It launched a campaign in June 
to raise funds to complete the miss¬ 
ing link and unite the stretch of cliff. 
And just five months later - 133 
days exactly - the huge sum was 
reached thanks to 16,5 70 generous 
donations from individuals and or¬ 
ganisations, amounting to an aver¬ 
age £9,000 every day. 

Celebrities including Bond actress 
Dame Judi Dench and Dover-born 
soul singing sensation Joss Stone 
threw their weight behind the cam¬ 
paign. Forces sweetheart Dame 
Vera Lynn, singer of wartime 
favourite There’ll be Bluebirds over 
the White Cliffs of Dover, also gave 
her support to the drive. 

Andarecentwhopping£200,000 
from Dover Harbour Board meant 
the campaign reached its target 
earlier than expected. 

Director general at the National 


Trust, Fiona Reynolds, said it came 
two months early. 

“This appeal has tapped into 
something unique - the emotional 
connection that people have with 
special places such as the White 
Cliffs of Dover,” she said. 

“The trust will now look to en¬ 
hance the quality of access to this 
new land and build on some of the 
fantastic nature conservation work 
that has been carried out by the 
team on the ground.” 

There were fears the stretch, cur¬ 
rently in private ownership, could 
be at risk of inappropriate develop¬ 
ment in the future - but now it can be 
protected for generations to come. 

A volunteer on the White Cliffs of 
Dover team, Alison Burnett, said: 
“There has been a real buzz around 
the appeal with this once-in-a-life- 
time opportunity to add the missing 
piece of the White Cliffs so they are 
in the care of the National Trust. 

“It’s wonderful to think we’ve 
managed to raise the money so that 
future generations can enjoy all 
that this unique place has to offer. ” 

Others to have donated include 
the Regatta Foundation, Royal Oak 
Foundation, and 16 National Trust 
supporter groups. 

To celebrate, the trust will be of¬ 
fering a guided walk from the visi¬ 
tor centre to South Foreland Light¬ 
house, which will be open to 
visitors, on New Year’s Day starting 
at 11am. There will be a minibus 
service available from the visitor 
centre to the lighthouse through¬ 
out the day.

Bleeding canker claims 100 trees 


MORE than 100 trees in a Herne Bay 
park, which have been standing for 
more than a century, will be cut 
down after it was discovered they 
were suffering from tree diseases. 

Both bleeding canker and mould 
chestnut leaf were found in the trees 
in the Memorial Park. 

They will all be removed in the 
next 10 years, but the first batch will 


be taken down in early 2013 due to 
safety concerns. 

Canterbury council's head of 
community development and 
outdoor leisure, Suzi Wakeham ,said: 
"Nobody wants to see trees taken 
out but sadly we have little choice. 

"Disease has set in and there is no 
known cure for either bleeding 
canker or mould chestnut leaf."

THE face of the countryside 
could be changed forever after 
a killer tree disease which has 
blighted parts of Europe was 
discovered in Kent. 

Eight cases of Chalara frax- 
inea - which has killed 90 per 
cent of ash trees in Denmark - 
have been confirmed at sites 
between Dover and Ashford, 
and there are fears more are 
yet to emerge. 

It is believed the fungus spores 
were carried on the wind to 
Kent from mainland Europe. 

Experts say ash dieback 
could devastate the county, 
with an estimated 5.5 million 
ash trees planted in Kent. 

Forestry Commission South 
East director Alison Field said: 
“It will change the whole of the 
Kent landscape, especially in 
the Kent Downs. 

“If you look at what hap¬ 
pened in Denmark, only 10 per 
cent of trees were resistant to 
the disease - which means we 
are looking at 90 per cent of 
trees going down in the next 
10 years.” 

However, there are hopes 
the winter months will bring 
respite to scientists trying to 
find a cure for the disease, with 
infected spores not expected to 
be spread until next summer. 

Blackened leaves, the com¬ 
mon indicator of the disease, 
are likely to fall off trees in the

next two weeks, making the 
task of locating affected trees 
almost impossible. 

Other signifiers include die¬ 
back of crown shoots. 

Announcing the confirmed 
cases, environment secretary 
Owen Paterson said: “Once we 
had the scientific advice that 
the disease in mature trees had 
probably arrived by wind from 
Europe, it was always likely 
we’d find it in coastal areas. 

“Sadly, that’s the case with 
the confirmation of the disease 
in Kent and Essex. I would ex¬ 
pect even more cases to be con¬ 
firmed as our urgent survey of 
ash trees continues.” 

The exact locations of the af¬ 
fected areas have not been re¬ 
leased, but landowners across 
Kent are now keeping an atten¬ 
tive eye on their trees to see 
whether their stock has caught 
the killer disease. 


Ash dieback has now been 
confirmed in trees in 14 nurs¬ 
eries, 36 planting sites and 32 
locations across the country. 

The County Land and Busi¬ 
ness Association’s chairman of 
forestry Edward Barham said: 
“If the worst predictions come 
true, then our countryside will 
change forever as a result of 
this disease. 

“Ash is thought to be some 
30 per cent of the trees in Eng¬ 
land and their loss will affect 
everyone.” 

Some 100,000 ash trees 
across the country have al¬ 
ready been destroyed as part of 
a plan to stop the spread of the 
disease, although more devas¬ 
tation is expected. 

And some landowners have 
not ruled out starting legal ac¬ 
tion against the Government 
after warnings were given as 
far back as 2009.

Chamber chief slams Miliband's ‘living wage’

PROPOSALS to introduce a ‘living 
wage’ by Labour leader Ed Miliband 
are “idealistic” and will damage the 
Kent economy, according to a busi¬ 
ness leader. 

Thanet and East Kent Chamber of 
Commerce chief executive David Fo¬ 
ley compared the idea to bring in a 
minimum wage of £7.45 an hour to 
reflect modern living standards to the 
plans of an enthusiastic “17-year-old 
economics student”. 

The Labour leader said he would in¬ 
troduce the scheme if his party was 
elected into government in 2015, and 


the idea has also been backed by May¬ 
or of London Boris Johnson, as well as 
Kent Green Party chair Stuart Jeffery. 

In a speech, Mr Miliband said the 
living wage would be for: “People who 
got up early this morning, spent hours 
getting to work - who are putting in 
all the effort they can - but who often 
don’t get paid enough to look after 
their families, to heat their homes, 
feed their kids, care for their elderly 
relatives and plan for the future.” 

However, the introduction of a 
£7.45 an hour wage would damage 
the county’s economy, which was just 
starting to show the first signs of re¬ 
covery, according to Mr Foley. 

He said: “At a time when the east 


Kent recovery is at its first stage of re¬ 
covery, it’s not advisable to oblige ex¬ 
tra statutory costs to companies. Tell¬ 
ing companies they have to increase 
their wage bill is not going to promote 
set-ups and inward investment.” 

The comments come after inde¬ 
pendent body the Low Pay Commis¬ 
sion visited Ramsgate to see what ef¬ 
fect the minimum wage was having 
on workers and businesses in Thanet. 

Commissioners David Norgrove and 
Professor Steve Machin met a number 
of businesses as part of a nationwide 
tour before it decides whether to rec¬ 
ommend a minimum wage increase 
to the Government. 

This currently stands at £6.19 for 


over 21s, and has increased year-on- 
year after reviews by the commission 
were approved by the Government. 

Mr Norgrove, chair of the independ¬ 
ent body, admitted the minimum 
wage was only a “safety net” for work¬ 
ers - something which will strengthen 
the argument of those who back the 
introduction of a living wage. 

He said: “You don’t have a high 
standard of living on minimum wage 
and if you are, you’re likely to be eligi¬ 
ble for social security. 

“We have been to see a small elec¬ 
tronics company and the problems 
they are facing, as well as the eco¬ 
nomic difficulties at the moment. Our 
recommendations will reflect that.”

New party launch proves 
‘Greens making progress'

THE FUTURE is bright for the Greens in Kent, 
according to their party leader after she visited 
the county last week. 

Natalie Bennett, who took over from Caroline 
Lucas as leader in September, was in Margate as 
she helped to launch the new Thanet Green Party. 

The 46-year-old said the move showed the 
strength of support for the eco- 
friendly political party, and that 
she had real hopes of winning 
council seats in the next round of 
local elections. 

Miss Bennett said: “We are 
making progress in Kent and 
the country because we have a 
lot of political space. 

“Labour is not so different to 
the Tories in terms of policy and 
people are becoming aware of the impact of the 
cuts. We’re looking forward to the council elec¬ 
tions, and will also be looking to grow our num¬ 
bers of MEPs in the South East in 2014, looking 
to treble our numbers across the country. ” 

After news the London Array offshore wind 
farm produced its first energy last week, Miss 
Bennett said Kent was leading the way in green 
investment and claimed this was a good way of 
stimulating the economy. 

She added: “It’s very clear that Britain has to

plan for producing all its energy by 2050. 

“Kent has made real progress with this, and 
with the continuing rise in oil prices, we need to 
look at investing more into the sector. 

“The Sun doesn’t cost anything, and the wind 
and tide doesn’t cost you anything either.” 

Miss Bennett also said there was no need to 
build an airport in the Thames Estuary. 

The Australian-born leader said: “We do 
not believe there is any need for any aviation ex¬ 
pansion in the South East. Some 
^ 46 per cent of flights from Brit¬ 

ain are to Europe, which could 
be replaced with proper train 
infrastructure. 

“I’ve not made a flight for many 
years, but from what people tell 
me, they would rather travel on 
comfortable trains rather than 
make hellish flights.” 

Thanet Green Party spokes¬ 
man Tim Spurrier said the launch had been 
successful and he hoped to gauge local support 
before targeting council and parliamentary seats. 

He said: “It went much better than we expected. 
We’re quite a new group which is hoping to do 
some good things in Thanet and having a nation¬ 
al leader come down was quite a coup for us. 

“It was generally a positive meeting and we 
are hoping to give people an alternative because 
it has really been a two-party system in the last 
few years.”

**Men hurt in home blaze

rescued two men who suffered burns and 
smoke inhalation. The flat was destroyed by the 
fire and the rest of the floor was damaged by 
smoke. Police and ambulance crews attended, 
and the cause of the blaze is being investigated.

IT is a cliche, perhaps, that the role of local TV 
weathergirl is traditionally one of the most pop¬ 
ular.

A DINNER PARTY WITH PRINCE WILLIAM AND KATE 


BEFORE she reached the 
heady heights of television 
fame, Miss Mackley had a 
chance encounter with two 
very famous royals - Prince 
William and Kate Middleton. 

She was keen to play down 
her 2004 encounter, calling it 
a "dreadful name drop" after 
she mentioned it live on air 
during the BBC Radio Kent 
breakfast show. 

She said: "Theo's father 


moved in certain circles and I 
lived with him for a year in 
Edinburgh. We went to a 
house dinner party and Will 
and Kate were there. 

"They were very normal 
and I felt I had to pretend I 
didn't know who they were. 

"They were lovely and very 
nice. I remember William 
saying ‘my Mum had me when 
she was really young' after I 
mentioned Theo." 



Sometimes it’s very personal and inappropriate. 

“My friends think it’s hilarious and say I 
should write a book about all the things I have 
been sent.” 

She’s even managed to make national head¬ 
lines after a viewer rang into the BBC to com¬ 
plain about Miss Mackley showing “too much 
cleavage” on a morning bulletin. A BBC boss 
then told her to cover up. It was a story too good 
for The Sun to miss. 

Says Miss Mackley: “I felt like such a fool. It 
made me feel very vulnerable but I had to find a 
way to go out there and smile. 

“But it comes with the territory. It’s just one of 
those things. I do not feel I need it to happen to 
affirm my sense of self.” 

But Miss Mackley is an unlikely weathergirl. 
Starting out with aspirations of a career in art, 
she ended up attending university; mixing in 
the same circles as Prince William and Kate Mid¬ 
dleton, and attending dinner parties with the 
royal couple. 

Miss Mackley grew up in Yorkshire and 
began a degree studying fine art at Newcastle 
University. But her plans were abruptly put on 
hold when she found out she was pregnant at 
just 20 years old. 

The birth of her son Theo, who turned 10 last 
month, meant she had to take a year out from 
university and head back to Leeds to move in 
with her parents. 

Restarting her career, she took a job in public 
relations in Edinburgh, before embarking on 


journalism at Leeds Trinity and All Saints Col¬ 
lege with the help of an ITV bursary. 

After completion of the course she began an 
internship at ITV Yorkshire, before a chance 
encounter led to a job at ITV Anglia as a news¬ 
room journalist. 

Miss Mackley said: “I was sat next to a chap 
who I thought was in admin and I was being 
nice and making small talk. It turned out he was 
the head of news at ITV Anglia. ” 

He informed Miss Mackley of a job opening at 
the Norwich office, and she was soon working in 
the fast-paced environment of a newsroom. 

But the job came at a cost. Her son Theo was 
four at the time and just about to start school. 


Faced with the prospect of having to work 
early and late shifts, Miss Mackley made the dif¬ 
ficult decision to leave Theo with her parents in 
Leeds for a year. It gave him stability, and her 
the opportunity to kick-start her career in a 
highly-competitive environment. 

Travelling home each Friday to spend the 
weekend with her son before they were able to 
get a house together, it was in Norwich where 
her career took a turn towards the weather. 

“It was a really amazing newsroom,” she says 
of her Norwich job, “and I was always kind of 
interested in weather. The opportunity came up 
to do one or two days a week and I really wanted 
to. The weather side really developed.” 


In 2011, a job became available in Kent and 
with all her friends living close by in London, she 
decided to go for it. 

She said: “I was starting to specialise in weath¬ 
er so I needed to make a decision and I went for 
an interview. 

“Thankfully they picked me. It was really ex¬ 
citing but quite scary the thought of moving 
again. But it’s just been lovely, it’s been in some 
ways the most stable time.” 

Now a fully fledged weathergirl, Miss Mackley 
still enjoys her first love, painting. 

She said: “I paint a couple of hours a day, it’s a 
compulsion. I do figurative work, painting 
planes. I do some for commission but I love paint¬ 
ing for fun. Some stuff I sell, some stuff I give to 
charity. It’s something I find hugely enjoyable.” 

Miss Mackley and her son are now firmly part 
of life in Tunbridge Wells, 

She explains: “Tunbridge Wells is a lovely, 
special place and reminds me of Harrogate so 
it feels quite familiar. I did have a little bit of a 
look around Kent but I wanted somewhere 
straightforward. I love the countryside here.” 

Now, settled in Kent, Miss Mackley said she re¬ 
ally enjoys working in the BBC newsroom. 

She said: “They are really friendly it’s really 
easy going but very driven. It’s hard work but 
a lovely team and there’s a lot of scope for me 
to develop. 

“I love Tunbridge Wells. I feel really content 
and happy. I feel very settled and it’s great for 
Theo. I do miss the hills in Yorkshire though.”

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MAKING A SPLASH: Sandgate hit the headlines in 2006, when Dave the Dolphin took up residence 

From swinging sixties 
to Dave the Dolphin

THE swinging 60s was a time of sexual libera¬ 
tion, an iconic period of new music and fashion 
- and big changes in Sandgate, near Folkestone. 

Author Bob Preedy has long been fascinated 
by the genteel nature of the suburb and has fo¬ 
cused on life there for his new book, Sandgate 
Since the Swinging Sixties. 

He said: “The book chronicles the development 
of the village since the formation of the Sandgate 
Society in 1962. 

“One of the topics in¬ 
cludes the castle history, 
which lay in ruins after 
a massive storm in 
1949. In 1974, the 
then-owners embarked 
on a 14-year restora¬ 
tion programme. 

“The coastal village of 
Sandgate has always 
been wary of the ele¬ 
ments. Landslips over 
the centuries have mer¬ 
cilessly destroyed hous¬ 
es, while the waves have 
battered any buildings 
enjoying an English 
Channel view. ” 

The Sandgate Society 
was originally formed to 
save the Royal Kent Ho¬ 
tel, but amazingly coun¬ 
cillors in Folkestone 
thought its demolition 
would improve the vil¬ 
lage, said Mr Preedy. 

He said one councillor, a Mr JC Hughes, sug¬ 
gested the inhabitants would then realise they 
lived near the sea. 

He continued his onslaught saying: “If we wait 
a little longer, the rest will fall by decay. Sand¬ 
gate? Pull it down and start afresh! That’s what I 
call future planning. ” 

Also in the book is the tale of two beautiful es¬ 
tate houses which also disappeared over the 


years. Enbrook house, now replaced by the Saga 
building, was demolished in 1993, while the 
stunning Encombe estate bravely battled floods 
and earthslips, but was eventually beaten by a 
mysterious fire in 19 78. 

Mr Preedy said: “The interlinked lives of former 
local MPs provide a fascinating insight into the 
concept of preserving wealth by good marriage. 

“MP for Hythe and Folkestone, Sir Edward 
Sassoon, married a relative of Mayer de Roth¬ 
schild. From the marriage, their son Philip Sas¬ 
soon, used his inheritance to build Port Lympne 
- home to much gaiety 
during the roaring 20s. 

“Since the 17th cen¬ 
tury the Radnor dynasty 
has held tremendous in¬ 
fluence over Sandgate 
and Folkestone. The 
story of their move from 
the Manor House on the 
Leas to the secluded Cliff 
House at the end of Rad¬ 
nor Cliff reveals an era 
of gracious living now 
long forgotten.” 

Also gone, but fondly 
remembered, was a ma¬ 
jor tourist attraction off 
the Sandgate beach. 

Dave the Dolphin be¬ 
came a real sensation in 
2006, but by the follow¬ 
ing year she was injured 
and quietly left our 
shores. 

Mr Preedy added: 
“Sandgate might not 
have been a centre for the 60s swingers, but 
village life since 1962 has often reverberated at 
the tempo of rock ‘n’ roll - distorted by the power 
of developers and the deep blue sea.” 

Sandgate Since the Swinging Sixties includes 
more than 100 never-before-published photos.

Local hero? Kent needs you 


Localism could be a mixed blessing for your neighbourhood, says 
Dave Mairs, and you might have to fight for the places you love 


SHOULD you get the chance 
this autumn, you might wish 
to take a stroll through the 
wonderful rolling downs sur¬ 
rounding the village of Wye. 

Enjoy this increasingly rare 
taste of a largely unspoilt Kent... 
and then consider that just sev¬ 
en years ago a giant chunk of 
this countryside was, if some 
people had their way, going to 
be covered with 4,000 houses. 

The story of how this dread¬ 
ful scheme was defeated has 
been told elsewhere, most fully 
by one of the main figures in 
the battle against it, David 
Hewson, in his book Saved. 

Mr Hewson is better suited 
than most to write such an 
account - he is a professional 
novelist and former journalist 
- and the book (visit save wye. 
wordpress.com if you want to 
get hold of a copy) is a shocking 
account of how the institutions 
that exist to serve us sometimes 
behave. 

The story of Wye Park, as that 


ill-begotten project was called, 
sprang to mind as I read the re¬ 
sponse of county council leader 
Paul Carter to last week’s re¬ 
port by Lord Heseltine in which 
he calls for a more aggressive 
approach to development. 

Backing Lord Heseltine all the 
way, Cllr Carter said: “White¬ 
hall needs to free up and em¬ 
power local government to take 
the right decisions alongside 
local business leaders to boost 
the economy and create jobs.” 

It’s an important message be¬ 
cause Cllr Carter was one of the 
people who signed a so-called 
concordat paving the way for 
Wye Park. Another was the 
leader of Ashford Borough 
Council, while more still repre¬ 
sented Imperial College, the in¬ 
stitution behind the scheme. 

Cllr Carter again: “What we 
need are schemes like the Region¬ 
al Growth Fund, which is local¬ 
ism at its very best: local govern¬ 
ment, again working alongside 
local business leaders.” 


Now, I would like the Region¬ 
al Growth Fund to help bring 
the economic renaissance the 
area has craved so long, but it’s 
that phrase “localism at its very 
best” that worries. 

I would like to know if, when 
the people of Wye woke up one 
morning to discover that local 
government leaders had worked 
alongside local business lead¬ 
ers, or in this case London-based 
Imperial College, to turn their 
village into a new town, that 
was localism at its very best. 

Perhaps, seven years on, Cllr 
Carter believes that things could 
and should have been done dif¬ 
ferently. Maybe, even, local 
people could have been told of 
what was being planned from 
the beginning, which surely is 
what localism is about. 

In the event, it was local peo¬ 
ple who unearthed the fact that 
Wye Park was about Imperial 
College developing its Kent 
landholding to raise money for 
improved facilities... in London. 


It showed that, left to their own 
devices, local government and 
their allies in business can come 
up with something of little if 
any benefit to the rest of us. 

The signs of a more inclusive 
approach, sadly, are not good. 
Close to the area where we be¬ 
gan this tale, locals have taken 
a petition with more than 8,000 
names to Downing Street in pro¬ 
test at a new town earmarked 
for 1,000 acres of countryside, 
but, given that the perceived 
opponents are Ashford Borough 
Council and Kent County Coun¬ 
cil, you wonder if they have any 
real chance of winning the fight. 

Battles can be won, however, 
as Wye Park showed. But it 
means you have to be involved. 
You have to think how you 
vote (do you, for example, even 
know who your county coun¬ 
cillor is?). You, perhaps above 
all, have to show an interest. 

Otherwise, localism at its very 
best could be coming your way 
soon. And you may not like it.

Look at facts 
of live exports 

I feel I have to reply to a letter 
in your latest edition sent in by 
Chris Smith regarding live 
exports from Ramsgate port. 

The RSPCA were invited to 
the port at the request of 
Thanet council earlier this 
year when it became apparent 
that Defra inspectors were 
allowing animals to pass 
through the port without 
proper inspections taking 
place. It is no coincidence that 
warning notices increased 
dramatically after their 
inspectors were put in place. 

The situation came to a 
head with the shipment in 
September, which has been 
well documented by the press, 
when more than 40 animals 
had to be offloaded, on the 
authority of Defra not the 
RSPCA. If your reader had 
checked his facts he would 
realise the RSPCA have no 
power to authorise anything 


in respect of the livestock, 

Defra are the ‘competent 
authority’ and as a govern¬ 
ment body cannot be overuled. 

Many sheep were found to 
be lame and suffering foot rot, 
a condition that does not 
materialise overnight and 
Government investigations are 
under way to establish why 
they were passed fit for travel 
at the time of loading in North¬ 
ampton. Again, if the reader 
had checked his facts he would 
realise that the RSPCA cannot 
enter any property without the 
owner’s permission and, 
knowing the lairage where 
these sheep were loaded, it is 
extremely unlikely permission 
would have been given.

Our trees need 
good guardians 

After the appalling loss of more 
than 2 5 million elm trees in 
the UK, it seems ash forests are 
likely to be destroyed by an 
imported disease. These make 
up about 30 per cent of forests, 
with about 80 million trees. 

The ban imposed on the 
import of ash trees has come 
too late: the Horticultural 
Trades Association had asked 
for a ban three years ago. 

Ash for firewood is not being 
included in the so-called ban 
either. Fortunately, one or two 
per cent of trees afflicted with 
the disease appear to have 
some resistance, giving hope 
that breeding from these 
specimens will allow us to 
rebuild ash forests over time. 

But there is a more general 
problem of increasing plant 
diseases due to poorly 
supervised international trade. 
The UK has minimal forest 
cover despite the importance of 
forests for biodiversity, tourism 
and wood-using industries. At 
around 10-12 per cent forest 
cover, the UK is one of the least 
densely forested countries in 
Europe. In Kent, there are 
serious development threats to 
our ancient forests, according 
to the Woodland Trust. 

The process has not been 
helped either by the EU or 
successive Governments. The 
EU has not introduced 
adequate standards on traded 
plants to ensure serious plant 
diseases are contained. 

Defra knew about the risk of 
ash dieback in 2009 and 
elected to do nothing. The 
Coalition took the same 
approach until now, cutting 
back the research section of 
the Forestry Commission. 

Our environment, with its 
many amenity and commer¬ 
cial uses, needs better 
guardians than this.

Mixed response to Heseltine report 
on boosting UK economic growth

PROPOSALS for economic 
growth put forward by Tory peer 
Lord Heseltine have received a 
varied reponse from leading 
members of Kent’s business 
community, with small busi¬ 
nesses warning that their 
voices should not be neglected. 

Heseltine called for cash to 
boost regional economies, an 
end to foreign takeovers of UK 
companies - unless they sup¬ 
port Britain’s industrial priori¬ 
ties - and a relaxation on 
hiring talented immigrants, es¬ 
pecially engineers. 

He praised the contribution 
made by this country’s Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce bodies in 
promoting industry and com¬ 
merce and also called for a clear 
national growth strategy from 
the Government. 

Jo James, chief executive of 
Kent Invicta Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said: “Lord Heseltine’s 
report is an impressive and 
wide-ranging review which 
makes many important recom¬ 
mendations, all of which have 
the potential to impact signifi¬ 
cantly on economic growth. 

“It is most welcome and I

sincerely hope the Government 
will consider it carefully and 
act upon it where feasible. 

“From a Chamber perspec¬ 
tive, probably the most signifi¬ 
cant aspects of the report are 
Lord Heseltine’s call for struc¬ 
tural changes to deliver local 
economic growth and the en¬ 
hancement of the role of Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce in the busi¬ 
ness support infrastructure. 

“Lord Heseltine states that 
‘Chambers are a constant pres¬ 
ence, have a unique inter¬ 
national status, are based in 
local business communities, 
are independent and have a 


structure that can be built on’. 

“Quite so, and, coupled with 
his other recommendation that 
the Local Economic Partner¬ 
ships [LEPs] be strengthened 
with an expanded role in pro¬ 
moting and coordinating eco¬ 
nomic development at a local 
level, with Chambers as key 
partners, we could end up with 
an economic infrastructure 
which is heavily influenced by 
local business communities. 

“I look forward to any devel¬ 
opments along these lines.” 

Meanwhile, the Federation 
of Small Businesses, which 
contributed to Heseltine’s fact¬ 


finding meetings in June, said it 
welcomed parts of his report, 
especially around skills, but 
was careful to point out that 
business had other voices - not 
just Chambers. 

Roger House, FSB chairman 
for Kent and Medway, said: 
“Lord Heseltine raises many 
good points about letting peop¬ 
le run their business. 

“The FSB has said LEPs 
should discuss growth ideas 
with local stakeholders and 
should be given more responsi¬ 
bility and resource, but not by 
making Chambers the port of 
call for all businesses. 

“The FSB and other business 
groups represent different types 
of businesses and add partic¬ 
ular expertise to policy discus¬ 
sions. Having just the Cham¬ 
bers would leave important 
topics for self-employed and 
micro-firms unanswered. 

“Instead of pooling enter¬ 
prise funding and central staff, 
Lord Heseltine should have 
looked at good practice from 
across the world and recom¬ 
mended a better policy-making 
machine and an agency to co¬ 
ordinate small-business policy. 

“The FSB wants to see better 
ways to compose regulations, 


which involves rationalising 
some of the bodies which influ¬ 
ence regulations. The recom¬ 
mendation to better analyse 
regulations does not extend to 
HMRC or HMT, which small 
firms cite as large burdens.” 

Kent County Council leader 
Paul Carter also backed the 
recommendations. 

He said: “Lord Heseltine is 
right to stress the importance 
of infrastructure as the found¬ 
ation of economic growth. 

“The fact is, it takes too long 
to get public infrastructure 
built. There’s a massive need 
for significant projects like the 
third Thames Crossing, but 
historically Government have 
been too slow in getting their 
act together. Whitehall needs 
to free up and empower local 
government to take the deci¬ 
sions alongside local business 
leaders to boost the economy 
and create jobs. 

“What we need are schemes 
like the Regional Growth Fund, 
which is localism at its very 
best. With the right funding 
and powers, local government 
can lead the way in driving for¬ 
ward the infrastructure proj ects 
we desperately need to set light 
to the national economy.”

Among those attending was

Small firms are key

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Government cash will support 
exporters’ forward thinking

COMPANIES looking to do 
business across the Channel 
are set to benefit as a total of 
£13 mi llion in funding has 
been awarded by the Govern¬ 
ment to help 10,000 more 
British firms export. 

The funds will go to UK Trade 
and Investment (UKTI) to help 
more companies make contacts 
and sell to overseas markets - 
especially important to Kent 
due to its close proximity to 
European markets. 

The majority of the invest¬ 
ment - up to £9m - will go dir¬ 
ectly towards boosting trade 
opportunities for small and 
medium-sized businesses. 

This additional funding for 
SMEs means: 

■ There will be more money 
available to attend trade shows 
overseas by expanding the 
Tradeshow Access Programme. 

■ Substantial discounts will be 
offered on the Overseas Market 
Introduction Service (OMIS), 
which provides targeted mar¬ 
ket research to help businesses 
find those crucial first contacts 
and to encourage them to de¬ 
velop relationships in new, 
fast-growing markets. 

■ There will be increased sup¬ 
port available for travel on 
overseas trade missions. 

Lewis Scott, regional direc¬ 
tor for UKTI South East, urged 
SMEs to take advantage of the 
support. “This investment is a 


boost for South East SMEs 
thinking about or starting to 
export,” he said. “Companies 
are achieving significant re¬ 
sults in overseas markets, but 
many firms have still not taken 
advantage of our service. 

“Our dedicated team of inter¬ 
national trade advisers will 
tailor support to an individual 
business and are helping com¬ 
panies across the region to ex¬ 
port for the first time or to enter 
new markets.” 

In addition, £2.5m will be 
invested in helping firms access 
and win some of the many 
high-value opportunities that 
UKTI has identified globally. 

A further £1.5m will be used 


for projects including support 
for UKTI’s work, attracting 
vital inward investment. 

This announcement comes 
as UKTI prepares to host Export 
Week from Monday to Friday, 
November 12-16, when there 
will be more than 100 events 
up and down the UK designed 
to reach out to SMEs. 

There will also be five Ex¬ 
plore Export events at which 
UKTI experts from 70 overseas 
markets will provide advice 
about trading both with the 
UK’s traditional partners such 
as France, Germany and the 
US and high-growth markets 
such as Brazil and China. 

Business Secretary Vince 


Cable said: “One of our major 
ambitions for growth is to boost 
UK exports - we have to excel 
in trade. Small and medium¬ 
sized enterprises are crucial to 
this challenge - over half of the 
monetary value of the UK’s 
exports comes from SMEs. 

“SMEs are innovators in 
every sector, whether hi-tech 
or traditional, and they are 
major job-creators for our 
economy, employing almost 
60 per cent of the private- 
sector workforce. This extra 
funding will help those busi¬ 
nesses already exporting to go 
further and explore new mar¬ 
kets, and help those thinking of 
exporting to make that crucial 


first step. We anticipate more 
than 10,000 businesses will 
benefit from the additional 
funding, moving us closer to 
our ambition of getting 100,000 
more businesses exporting Brit¬ 
ish goods and services.” 

Trade and Investment Minis¬ 
ter Lord Green said: “UK Trade 
and Investment intends to 
double the number of compa¬ 
nies it helps to 50,000 by 2015.

Experimental power plant to 
be built at Medway university 


AN experimental power plant is to be built at the 
University of Greenwich, as part of a cross- 
Channel project to find sustainable sources of 
green energy to meet the planet’s needs. 

Staff and students from the university will car¬ 
ry out research about the glycerol-fuelled instal¬ 
lation, which will heat the Medway campus at 
Chatham Maritime. 

The initiative, which is led by Medway Coun¬ 
cil, is being backed by a €4,261,405 grant from 
the European Development Fund. 

It’s part of Ecotec 21, an Anglo- 
French consortium set up to study 
Combined Heat and Power (CHP) 
technology, which captures the 
waste heat created by power 
plants and uses it for heating or 
hot water. 

The project brings together 
universities in the UK and 
France, research institutions, 
government-funded organisa¬ 
tions, energy and facility manag¬ 
ers, designers, and architects. 

An international expert in bio¬ 
fuels, Professor Pat Harvey from the 
University of Greenwich, is leading the campus 
study. 

Based in the university’s School of Science, she 
aims to find cost-effective and environmentally 
efficient ways of producing glycerol, including 


the future possibility of using algae as a source of 
the fuel. A sugar alcohol, glycerol has many 
advantages over other energy sources as it is 
water-soluble, bio-degradable, non-odorous, 
non-volatile, non-toxic, and produces virtually 
no combustion particulates. 

Prof Harvey will also research the carbon foot¬ 
print of glycerol - expected to be much lower 
than gas - as well as its risks. 

The School of Engineering will review the de¬ 
sign of the plant and its systems, 
while colleagues in the School of 
Architecture, Design and 
Construction will study the 
retro-fitting and perform¬ 
ance of this new technol¬ 
ogy, along with training 
needed. 

The Business School 
will assess economic is¬ 
sues, while university re¬ 
searchers in psychology 
will consider how best to 
encourage use of biofuels. 
Prof Harvey said: “This am¬ 
bitious project puts Medway at the 
forefront of technological development 
in sustainable fuels. 

“We believe we are the first university in the 
world to install a glycerol boiler and the findings 
of this research will have an important contribu-

tion to make to the global search for the biofuels 
of the future.” 

The development builds on a strong track 
record of achievement in sustainability at 
the University of Greenwich, which was named 
as the “greenest-ever university in the UK” 
in the latest Guardian/People and Planet league 
tables.

Felicity Aston 


The ice queen 

Felicity Aston, the first woman to ski across 
Antarctica on her own, speaks to Joe Bill 



I N January 2012, almost 100 years to 
the day after Captain Scott reached the 
South Pole, Felicity Aston became the first 
woman in history to ski across Antarctica 
alone. 

The meteorologist, who hails from 
Hildenborough, near Sevenoaks, entered the 
record books after trekking across the coldest 
continent on earth, enduring temperatures as 
low as -40 degrees and wild winds. 

For 59 days, Felicity dragged 85kg of supplies 
1,744 kilometres through the frozen wasteland 
to cement her place in polar-exploration 
history. And now she is back to talk about it. 

Aston brings her tour, entitled Alone in 
Antarctica, to the Assembly Hall Theatre in 
Tunbridge Wells this weekend. 

“When I wrote the show, I was thinking of 
the questions people ask the most,” she told me. 
“They don’t want to know the scientific facts 
and that stuff - they want to know what it feels 
like to stand in a place like that and be 
completely by yourself for so long. 

“The other thing they want to know was 
what made me get up every day. 

“They are the two questions I wanted to 
make sure I answered. There are no pie-charts 
or PowerPoint presentations, but I do use a lot 
of pictures because I am so lucky to have seen 
this place for myself. There are people who are 
curious to know what it looks like. 

“I get a lot of people who are just blown away 
that a place like this still exists - where satellite 
phones don’t work in places and you don’t see 
another living soul or any sign of mankind for 
days on end.” 

Aston also shows a video clip of her time on 
the mammoth expedition. 

“I find it excruciating because it is my face 10 
foot high on a screen and hearing my own voice 
and all that, but it is important to share it 
because it really brings home what it felt like to 
have been alone for that length of time. 

“I have had some really special moments 
after talks I have given, for example in the show 
I talk about what motivated me to get out of the 
tent every day, because it was really hard. 

“After one of the shows, a lady came up to me 
and she was quite tearful and she said ‘I have 
had depression for the last three years and for 
me it’s a struggle to get out of the house every 
day so a lot of what you said was directly relevant 
to me’. It’s an amazing feeling to think something 
you have said has affected somebody else.” 

Aston, who now lives in Birchington, 
developed her fascination with the frozen 
landscape having been stationed there for a 
lengthy period previously.

“My first job after university was with the 
British Antarctic Survey, so I was sent to 
Antarctica to one of the research stations for 
three years. It wasn’t just somewhere I visited - 
it was my home, my place of work, and it ignited 
a curiosity that I still haven’t quite exorcised.” 

It was then that Aston decided exploration 
and adventure was the future for her. 

“When I came back, I thought I’d love to go 
and see the Arctic, so I took part in an organised 
event, a race up there. I then thought it would 
be great to organise my own expedition and 
take a team somewhere where we are 
completely by ourselves - where we don’t have 
a safety network - and see how we fare. 

“Suddenly I realised I was organising an 


expedition for a year, if not more. And this one 
in the Antarctic was the climax of it, really. It 
has taken 10 years to build up the confidence 
and experience to go out there all by myself.” 

The show delves deep into Aston’s thoughts 
as she pushed herself to the edge to conquer the 
Antarctic as well as a number of personal fears. 

“That first moment of the expedition, when 
the plane dropped me off on the ice for the first 
time - that was a huge moment. 

“I looked around me and realised I was the 
only speck of life in this entire landscape. The 
knowledge that this would be the situation for 
the next two months was pretty crushing.” 

Of course there are more physical dangers 
that Aston encountered during her time in the 
snow, and one wrong step can leave you in a lot 
of trouble, as she explained: “You are totally 
reliant on your own wits and experience to get 
you out of any trouble, so you are a level of 
scared at all times. 

“Crevasses were my greatest fear. They are 
deep cracks in the ice, covered over with a thin 
layer of snow, so you don’t know exactly where 
they are. My only protection was looking for 
clues, but they are hard to spot. And on bad- 
weather days when I was near areas of known 
crevassing that was scary. 

“The idea of the emergency services is very 
different, too. Firstly, being able to use my 
satellite phone, and then there had to be a plane 


available, a crew and fuel, because they 
couldn’t get to me in one hop. By the time you 
had all those factors, I had to prepare myself 
that it would be at least days, if not a week, 
before someone could get to me.” 

Like many explorers before her, Aston has 
faced cynics who didn’t believe she had 
rewritten history all alone in the snow. 

“When I first got back I received an email 
saying ‘You are a liar’. It said ‘I know you 
weren’t alone - someone must have been 
taking the photos because you’re in them’. I 
wrote back and told them I had a camera with a 
self-timer. I’d build up a bit of snow, put the 
camera on top and ski off in time to be in it. 

“It seems a lot of people’s default position is 
suspicion or that I must have faked this. I think 
it’s because there are these TV shows where 
people are portrayed as alone but they have a 
camera crew. But that wasn’t the case for me. 

“People can’t identify with marching 1,084 
miles across a frozen wasteland, but they can 
identify with feeling scared or remembering 
your family at home and how emotional that 
can make you feel. 

“But to be honest, the scariest thing is that 
there is nothing there at all. ”

There s always the sun when 
my partner’s hopes are met 


EVER has my partner been so ex¬ 
cited about going to a restaurant 
after researching a menu. 

She’s not exactly a fussy eater 
(although she is vegetarian), but 
it takes a wide-ranging list of foods 
to get her taste buds tingling more than two days 
before actually heading out to dinner. 

So, after tracking down the restaurant on a 
cold and blustery Canterbury evening, having 
mistakenly headed through the kitchen door, 
expectations were high. 

First impressions count for a lot - and we were 
pleased to walk into a restaurant full of couples 
dining by candlelight, enjoying the last hours of 
their weekends. 

Cafe du Soleil, which specialises in wood-fired 
food, has a lovely setting alongside the River 
Stour, while the barn-like interior also made for 
a warm and cosy atmosphere. 

We started by ordering drinks, although I was 
surprised to see a bottle of Suffolk Cider costing 
£4.95, with lagers also priced quite highly. 

After getting over the shock - and a few sips of 
the tasty brew - I started with beef carpaccio. 
The range of flavours in the dish was pleasantly 
surprising, the meat complemented well by rock¬ 
et salad, chillies and Parmesan cheese. 

The well-presented plate was a good start

to the meal, while my partner opted for an 
aubergine-and-mozzarella gratin, which was 
well received if possibly a little rich for a starter. 

My partner was pleased to see a wide selection 
of vegetarian dishes - rather than the bog- 
standard macaroni cheese to which some eater¬ 
ies resort. 

However, the menu did not specify which 
dishes were suitable for non-meat-eaters, which 


could have caused embarrassment had a diner 
not reviewed the options properly. 

Moving on to the mains, I took advantage of 
the restaurant’s speciality and selected wood- 
roast chicken with pancetta. 

The chicken was beautifully cooked and came 
with a wonderful-tasting Gruyere-and-garlic 
mash potato that went well with the dish. 

Also selected was a ratatouille and chargrilled 
halloumi salad; this had a good variety of taste 
and was cooked well. 

Far from being greedy, we decided the sides list 
was too good to turn down, so we opted to have 
some duck-fat-cooked chips and garlic bread. 

Although we didn’t necessarily need them 
(our belly told us so afterwards), I’m glad our 
eyes noticed them. 

The desserts were a nice end to the meal, if 
perhaps a bit ordinary, with a lemon-and-orange 
cheesecake and dark-chocolate almond cake the 
pick of the pops. 

Service was excellent and although the menu 
may be out of some people’s price range - our 
total bill was £69 - it’s well worth a look.

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Keeping up ghostly appearances 

Expect shadows and shapes when you take an evening walk around Dover Castle

DOVER Castle is acknowledged to be one of the 
most haunted buildings in England, with the 
main tower, the ancient walls and the tunnels in 
the cliffs all having had sightings of strange 
apparitions or unexplained noises reported. 

Some have been the subject of TV programmes 
and there is much amateur footage available on 
the internet. 

The Meridian TV station once broadcast foot¬ 
age of a huge pair of doors being shaken by some 
unseen force and psychic medium Derek Acorah 
claimed to have seen one of the castle’s most 
famous ghosts - that of a headless drummer boy 
- and helped the spirit “find rest”. 

Around the castle’s stairwell the figure of a 
woman has been seen wearing a long red dress 
and sobbing, while the lower half of a man has 
been spotted in the area now called the King’s 
Bedroom. 

In the same vicinity the sound of a door creak¬ 
ing open and closing has been heard - although 
the door no longer exists. 

But probably the most infamous ghost in the 
old building and its surroundings is that of the 
drummer boy, whose tale features prominently 
in the castle’s guided walks. 

He has been popularly named as Sean Flynn, 
who died at the age of 15, but his headless ghost 
is said to beat a drum as it stalks the castle walls. 


According to legend, he arrived late one night 
with his drum and a large sum of money with 
which to pay the troops of the garrison. 

Two men heard about his mission and decided 
to rob him. They lay in wait for him and attacked, 
one decapitating him with a knife or sword. 


Reports of drumming noises and sightings 
came from the area where the murder was 
said to have taken place and Acorah investigat¬ 
ed for his Most Haunted television show. 

The medium said he received a message that 
Sean missed his mother, but the good news is 


that Acorah reckons he helped the restless ghost 
to find peace. 

Kent writer Neil Arnold has studied the phe¬ 
nomenon of ghosts across the county. 

“I think a lot of stories get passed down 
through the years and become part of folklore, so 
they are impossible to verify, ” he said. 

“Dover has its fair share. I have heard a story 
about a man who was killed in the Hellfire 
Corner tunnels during World War Two setting 
up amplifier equipment, then, years later, a 
figure was seen working on some sort of device 
which passed straight through a visitor. 

“A ghostly doctor has been reported in the old 
hospital and strange shadows have been seen in 
the former operating theatre. 

“A soldier in a helmet carrying a pike is an¬ 
other sighting, as is a ghost sliding through the 
grass which possibly had an animal-like form. 

“People in World War Two uniforms have 
been reported, especially in the tunnels. But, of 
course, re-enactors frequently act out scenes 
from the castle’s history and there are historical 
holographic displays for visitors as well. 

“Witnesses can be very unreliable - but Dover 
does have some interesting stories.” 

■ Ghost-busting tours will be held at Dover 
Castle on Friday, November 16... after dark, 
when the castle is closed to the public.

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It’s a buyer’s market... 
house sales increase as 
sellers reduce prices

THE number of agreed house sales increased 
last month as sellers dropped prices to shift 
homes for sale that had not moved, a study has 
found. 

The number of agreed sales rose by 9.2 per 
cent across the country in the strongest uplift 
seen since the spring. 

Regional fluctuations still continue to affect 
the market, with Kent homes showing more 
activity than those in the north of Britain - but 
not as much as in London. 

Overall, house prices drifted lower in October, 
with a 0.1 per cent fall for the third month in a 
row despite a slight increase in the number of 
new buyers registering with estate agents, prop¬ 
erty analyst Hometrack said. 

The findings say that estate agents are set to 
continue pushing through as many sales as 
possible towards the end of the year. 

Richard Donnell, director of research at 
Hometrack, said the fluctuation in activity was 
mainly down to sellers re-pricing homes that 
had been on the market to a level where sales 
could take place - as opposed to an increase in 
demand from buyers. 


He said: “The foundation of any national and 
sustainable recovery in the housing market rests 
on growth in the wider economy and household 
incomes. 

“Any recovery will most likely start to be seen 
in transaction volumes rather than prices.” 

According to Land Registry figures released 
last week, house sales have been lower in recent 
months than they were a year ago, with just 
over 52,300 sales a month on average between 
April and July this year, compared with almost 
55,000 sales a month during the same period in 
2011 . 

The Government launched an £80 billion 
scheme at the start of August to kick-start lend¬ 
ing. This has increased mortgage availability, 
but lenders have toughened their borrowing 
criteria in recent months. 

Donnell said: “In the short term we expect the 
current trends to continue, with demand likely 
to slow down in the run-up to the year end, with 
agents looking to push through as many sales as 
possible.” 

The number of buyers registering with estate 
agents increased by 0.3 per cent in October, 
following four months of falling demand. 

The average time a home takes to sell has re¬ 
mained unchanged, taking just under 10 weeks.

IT’S been a roller-coaster ride in design for 
Honda’s CR-V. 

Generation one (1997-2001) pioneered the 
slick, compact 4x4 look that was about to 
embark on a sales boom. Generation two 
(2001-6) went for a more purposeful image, 
seeking to avoid the ‘soft-roader’ accusation 
attracted by lightweight 4x4s. 

Then it was all-change for the slick, almost 
high-riding, estate car style of generation three 
(2007-12) as Honda sought to distance itself 
from the ‘gas guzzling 4x4’ label then gathering 
momentum - this version even launched with a 
“not all 4x4s are the same” campaign from the 
Japanese marque. 

Now there’s a fourth generation that is 
almost a return to the first car; it’s a stylish take 
on the trad 4x4 look, seemingly equipped to go 
yomping off-road and equipped with more 
usable rear-end space while retaining all the 
on-road driving appeal of its predecessors. 

Priced from £21,3 9 5, it’s relatively affordable 
yet sits above the mainstream sector and even 
challenges premium German rivals; the 
sculpted flanks, rakish rear end and chrome- 
barred grille make it look very upmarket, with 
the extra appeal of being built in Britain at 
Honda’s Swindon plant. 

And it will distance itself from gas-guzzler 
fallout by gaining an ‘eco star’ version next 
September, using front-wheel-drive only and 
Honda’s impressive new ultra-lightweight 1.6- 
litre diesel. This unit offers a road-tax-exempt 
94g/km of C02 emissions, is also produced at 
Swindon and, along with its crowd-pleasing 
looks, should open up the CR-V to new buyers 
who wouldn’t have considered one before. 

The front-wheel-drive option was to be 
expected, though, as more manufacturers 
recognise that consumers have finally realised 
they rarely need full 4x4 but want to keep the 
high driving position, space and image of an 
SUV - even Range Rover’s new Evoque offers a 
fuel-efficient front-wheel-drive eco warrior. 

The new CR-V is slightly lower - by 30mm - 
against its predecessor, yet Honda insists it 
offers as much room as before, while a simple 
one-pull action allows the rear seats to flop 
down for extra loading flexibility. There’s also a 
powered tailgate as standard. 

For now, power comes from two familiar 
but redesigned Honda powertrains: a 2.0-litre 
i-VTEC petrol engine available as the entry-level 
2.0 i-VTEC S model with front-wheel-drive or a 
2.2-litre i-DTEC diesel. Until the 1.6-litre diesel 
arrives, company-car user-choosers will focus 
on the latter as it retains its 15 OPS (149bhp) 
output but now emits 149 g/km of CO 2 - 12 per 
cent less than before. 

Though one of the best drives in its class, 
Honda has tweaked the chassis to boost comfort 
and high-speed stability, while speed-sensitive 
electric steering is designed to ease parking and 
town use and sharpen response.

Downsize and go eco... Volvo-style

PREMIUM hatchbacks are hot. Upmarket Ger¬ 
man brands are all playing the game, with Audi 
and BMW launching big models recently, while 
avoiding the blue-collar ‘hatchback’ label. 

Meanwhile, Mercedes-Benz has gone toe-to- 
toe with the successful Audi A3 and BMW 1 
Series junior hatchbacks by rethinking its entry- 
level A-Class; newly launched, the latest gener¬ 
ation has morphed from mini-MPV into rakish 
coupe-style hatch. 

But the Germans don’t have it all their own 
way; upmarket Swedish brand Volvo has stepped 
up its effort with the new V40 (from £19,995). 

As the ‘V’ for versatile prefix indicates, this 
five-door model is a useful family holdall within 
compact dimensions yet has low-slung styling 
to rival and even surpass anything the German 
triumvirate can offer. 

In this it emulates the smaller Volvo C30 but 
without the ‘C’ for coupe prefix that has confused 
would-be buyers; the C30 is great to drive but 
looks too much like a standard hatchback to jus¬ 
tify coupe rating, yet a smallish all-glass tailgate, 
only two rear seats, plus limited and fussy rear 
luggage stowage, denies it full hatchback flexi¬ 
bility. Result? It targets neither category well. 

On the other hand, the V40 ticks all the boxes, 
particularly in the 115PS (114bhp) 1.6-litre D2 
diesel format of the test car. 

The four-cylinder engine is a newer and light¬ 
er alternative to Volvo’s long-running five-pot 
diesel family and particularly suited to the V40, 
allying well with its sharp yet comfortable front- 
wheel-drive chassis, although steering feedback 
is a little flat even in the ultimate of the three 
selectable modes. 

This powertrain’s ace, though, is tax-efficiency 
and frugality; big brands may huff and puff about 
such matters, but relatively modest-sized Volvo 
has quietly created a powerful eco DrivE sub¬ 
brand, and this D2 unit exemplifies it.

The engine limbos beneath the lOOg/km of 
C02 emissions mark to escape road tax and 
London Congestion Charging, while its official 
combined cycle economy figure is almost 80mpg. 

That’s a fantastic result for a car that delivers 
everything for most people: style, image, driving 
pleasure, refinement, economy and practicality 
- no wonder I struggled to wrest the keys from 
the other half. 

Admittedly, the engine’s not a flyer (0-62mph 
in 11.9 seconds), but there’s plenty of urge low 
down and keen drivers will like its smooth 
delivery and alliance with a precise six-speed 
manual shift that comes as standard. 

If you need more oomph, there is plenty of 
choice higher up the V40 range, with D4 
performance diesel (from £23,845) and T3 and 
T4 turbocharged petrol models (from £20,630). 

It’s an eye-catching and handsome-looking 
car with a steeply-raked windscreen and tail¬ 
gate, putting the 1 Series and A3 in the shade 


and challenging the new sharp-suited A-Class. 

The Swedes, as ever, have also given it a 
uniquely Scandinavian interior that is stylish, 
durable and well arranged. While neat and un¬ 
cluttered, there is plenty of stowage space and, of 
course, Volvo’s now-trademark ‘flying centre 
console’, offering an extra refuge for cabin clut¬ 
ter behind it. 

You might expect that the V40’s sweeping 
rear end is its Achilles Heel on the practicality 
front, but leg and headroom is sufficient and load 
space competitive with obvious rivals: 335 litres 
with rear seats up and 1,032 litres when folded. 

Perhaps most impressive, though, is the car’s 
genuine delivery of the executive experience; it’s 
a quiet and unruffled smaller car, whether tack¬ 
ling ill-kept country lanes or cruising the motor¬ 
way and easily rivals cars in the next class up. 

So, if you want to downsize and retain com¬ 
fort, image and space, then the V40 has to be in 
your sights.

Calmer winter 
beckons at Kent 
but plenty to do

KENT can look forward to a much more stable 
winter, according to chief executive Jamie 
Clifford. 

This time last year the search was already 
well under way for a successor to coach Paul 
Farbrace following his resignation after two 
difficult years, while there also were sizeable 
gaps in the playing staff. It led Clifford on a long 
and thorough search 
to find the right man 
-Jimmy Adams, 
who was eventually 
appointed in the first 
week of January. 

This year it is a 
much quieter affair 
for Clifford at the St 
Lawrence Ground, 
although that's not 
to say he's any less 
busy. 

“Last year we 
needed to recruit a new head coach," he said. "It 
created a degree of instability as players wanted 
to know who it was going to be. It was hard 
work. 

"From that point of view, it feels more stable 
this year - that's not to say there are any fewer 
challenges, though. We know where we stand 
now. The coaching team is steadily working on 
things they were rushing through last year - 
they have got more time." 

With a healthy squad retained for next season, 
Clifford doesn't envisage there being many 
changes but concedes that coach Adams is 
keeping a look-out, while plans for pre-season 
are also being discussed. 

"Jimmy is keeping an eye out on things," he 
said. "Things might develop a bit more slowly 
this year. There are four or five options that 
Jimmy is looking at for pre-season, and not just 
from a cost perspective but what facilities they 
can make use of." 

Off the field, plans for the refurbishment of 
the Frank Woolley Stand are progressing. The 
county hopes to bring it up to standard with the 
rest of the St Lawrence Ground improvements, 
which could see it either given a lick of paint or a 
complete rebuild. Clifford said a cost plan for 
any refurbishment would be revealed before 
Christmas.

IT'S been a baptism of fire for Iffy 
Onuora in his new job at the 
Professional Footballers' Associa¬ 
tion. 

The former Gillingham striker 
took up his post at the PFA just as, 
out of the public eye, the discon¬ 
tent began to grow from profes¬ 
sional footballers at the lack of 
action being taken to tackle racism. 

It culminated with Rio Ferdinand 
and Jason Roberts among others 
refusing to support anti-racism 
group Kick It Out's week of action 
at the end of October. Since then 
there has also been the allegation 
made against referee Mark 
Clattenburg for racist language 
used against Chelsea's John Obi 
Mikel, and there's been talk of a 
black players' union being set up. 

The 45-year-old, who worked as 
a caretaker manager at Priestfield, 
is now a coach with special 
responsibility for equality at the 
PFA, and is hoping the momentum 
will not be lost in kicking racism 
out of the game. It's hoped that will 
be helped by the PFA’s plan of 
action, which he is working on. 

It involves a number of initiatives 
including harsher punishments for 
those guilty of racism, and a rule 
which would see black and ethnic 
minority coaches included on 
shortlists for coaching jobs. 

"My role is to engage with all the 
other stakeholders, the League 
Managers' Association and the FA 
to take in some of the issues the 
players have brought up and to see 
what can be done, and to not lose 
this moment that could prove a 
watershed," he said. 

"The plan is central to us going 
forward, we have spent the last 
week fleshing that out. Most, if not 


all, of the things on it have been 
things they have been working 
towards for a long time. Maybe 
that's where we've sold ourselves 
short, we've not made it clear the 
work we've done. 

"The six-part plan rights those 
wrongs if you like, it shows what 
we're doing. Myself and a few 
people have been working on it to 
give it some credibility." 

The former Ethiopa boss admits 
it wasn't a surprise when the 
decision not to wear the Kick It Out 
T-shirts hit the headlines. 

"When it first became known 
there was dissatisfaction I was 
literally a couple of weeks into the 
job, it all came together over a few 
days," he said. "We were aware of 


the groundswell of opinion of some 
black players who were not happy 
with the way their cases were 
being handled. 

"I think some of those complaints 
were merited, there were times 
when we (the PFA) could have had 
a stronger voice. The Kick it Out 
campaign and not wearing the T- 
shirts wasn't a massive surprise, 
but it was a surprise for some." 

He’s keen to stress that football 
is not the only part of society that 
needs a shake up. 

"I'm always conscious of football 
being used as a football by people 
away from the game," he said. "If 
our initiatives in football can be 
mirrored across society by 
influential people we have got a 


real process of making a change. It 
worries me if people say it's 
(racism) a problem for football. 

"The House of Commons select 
committee met and produced a 
document about racism in football, 
it was well worked, but it was a 
commons committee made up of 
MPs. I don't know if it was me being 
me, but I was thinking there's a big 
elephant in the room. 

"You've got 650 MPs, how many 
of those are black or from ethnic 
minorities? It's better than it was, 
but don't tell me that's representa¬ 
tive of the nation. 

"I think we all rush to condemn 
when it's obvious things, but there 
are some other obvious ones as 
well."

Whitstable chairman gives backing to boss Luchford 


WHITSTABLE Town chairman Gary Johnson 
says there is no need to panic at the club as the 
Oystermen continue to struggle at the wrong 
end of the Ryman One South table. 

Whitstable lost their fourth straight game on 
Tuesday night after throwing away a 2-1 lead to 
lose 4-2 at home to Burgess Hill Town. It means 
they’ve won just once at the Belmont Ground in 
the league this season, while enjoying more 
success on the road where they've picked up 
three wins. 

They took the lead through a penalty from 
Michael Everitt in the third minute, before the 
visitors equalised. Rob Gilman then netted on 
the hour mark to put them back in front, but 
their lead lasted four minutes as Burgess Hill 
equalised and then went ahead. 

Their fourth came from the spot after Gilman 
fouled in the box and was sent off for a second 
yellow card to complete a miserable night for 
Justin Luchford's side. 


Johnson said the club needs to get behind 
boss Luchford and the team as they look to 
claw themselves away from the relegation zone. 

"We are in a difficult position, we are not in a 
position we envisaged being in at the beginning 
of the season," he said. "If you look at the Ryman 
One South table the gap between the top and 
the bottom is not that much. Everybody is 
beating everybody at the end of the day. Let's 
not get het up and panic about it." 

He said he can understand fans' frustrations 
after they voiced their opinions at the end of 
defeat to Burgess Hill, but feels they need to get 
behind the team. 

"We need to get behind everybody at the club. 

I was disappointed that a few people barracked 
the players and management. I can understand 
that though because they crave success as we 
all do. Everybody at the football club wants it to 
go forward," he said. 

"We are not putting the ball in the net and 


that's the sure way to win a game. We can't 
blame the referee, or match officials, they have 
bad games sometimes. The players and 
management will all need to have a long hard 
look at what we are doing. I know Justin will be 
doing that. He will be very concerned and upset 
by recent performances. 

"The players at the end of the day have a 
responsibility to fight for the cause of Whitsta¬ 
ble Town. If that's not the case the manager has 
clearly got the wrong players." 

James Dryden joined the club this week from 
Hythe Town where he struggled to break into 
the first team this season. He previously enjoyed 
a prolific spell at Folkestone Invicta. 

However the club has lost the services of 
Gillingham loan trio Jake Hessenthaler, Jack 
Parter and Josh Hare, who have been recalled 
by Martin Allen for assessment. Hare was on 
the bench for the Gills' game against Chelten¬ 
ham on Tuesday.

EMMA Santer admits it’s going to be hard 
to leave Folkestone Racecourse next month 
when it closes for the winter season - and possi¬ 
bly for good. 

The course is in need of substantial redevelop¬ 
ment if it is to have a future, and it was hoped a 
project to build 820 houses and rebuild the race¬ 
course would have put it on a the right path. 

But the plan hasn’t been included in Shepway 
District Council’s core strategy, a blueprint 
for the future of the district, leaving the course’s 
owner Arena Racing with no choice but to 
temporarily close it while talks continue to try 
and find a way forward. 

In the meantime half a dozen full time employ¬ 
ees will be without jobs after the final meet of the 
season on December 18th, and for racecourse 
manager Santer, it brings to an end a decade in 
charge at Folkestone. 

“We have all worked here for quite a long 
time, it’s hard to imagine not being here any 
more,” she said. “I don’t think we could have put 
any more effort into it if we tried. It’s an end of an 
era for us. We have all enjoyed working here and 
we want to make the final three race meetings as 
good as possible.” 

She started her job at the course in unusual 
circumstances, and at a time when it was also in 
danger of closing. 

“I used to sell advertising and I rang Lingfield 
Park racecourse to see if they wanted to adver¬ 
tise in the magazine I worked for,” she said. “I 


spoke to the PR lady and it turned out her dad 
used to race against my grandad.” 

After a long conversation she was told of a 
possible position at Folkestone with the aim of 
putting it on a firmer footing, but then she suf¬ 
fered a serious injury while horse riding. 

“I broke my back and four months later I went 
back to work and was made redundant, in fact it 
did me a favour,” she said. “The first call I made 
was back to Lingfield Park to see if that job was 
still available. I had an interview and they said 


they would pay me from that day, and could I 
work from home for a few weeks. 

“Three years later I was still working from 
home until I needed an assistant and they took 
some of the ladies’ toilets out and gave us an 
office at Folkestone. 

“No-one seemed to be going racing back then, 
it just needed a bit of attention. That was my job, 
to get the punters back in and rescue it.” 

• The final race meetings are taking place on 
November 20, and December 4 and 18 .

Fulham’s ‘mistake’ is 
Gillingham’s gain as 
Allen brings in McKain 

NEW Gillingham defender Devante McKain has 
been tipped to be a big hit at the Priestfield. 

The 18-year-old signed this week from Blue 
Square South side Maidenhead United, having 
played for Gills’ youth coach Mark Patterson’s 
development squad three times, the latest being 
against Bournemouth on Tuesday. 

The 6ft 2in centre back only made his first 
team debut at Johnson Hippolyte’s side this time 
last year as a 17-year-old, but it was soon clear 
to his boss that he was more than capable of 
making the grade. 

“As soon as he came into Maidenhead we 
knew we had a player on our hands. He played 
first team football in the Conference South at 17 
which is not heard of for someone in his posi¬ 
tion,” said Hippolyte. “You might get 18-year- 
old wingers or strikers, but 17-year-old centre 
halves don’t happen, he’s up against old pros 
and loan players from higher leagues. He’s more 
than good enough to play league football.” 

McKain was released by Fulham’s academy at 
the age of 14 and joined Maidenhead because of 
his friendship with Hippolyte’s son. He quietly 
went about his business in the youth team, until 
he caught the eye of Hippolyte as part of Maiden¬ 
head’s under-18s, who made it to the first round 
of the FA Youth Cup last year for the first time in 
the club’s history. He then went on to become a 
regular in the first team. 

“You know what it’s like at these academies, 
they have 20 players and release 15 every year 
for one reason or another,” said Hippolyte. “As 
soon as I saw Devante I thought ‘wow, some¬ 
one’s made a mistake somewhere’. I have had 
eight players that have left my club to go on to 
play league football and he’s the best defender 
I’ve had in my ten years in management.” 

He said several teams from League One were 
monitoring him, while League Two rivals were 
also interested. 

“We had a lot of interest and to be fair Gilling¬ 
ham moved quickly,” he said. “I spoke to Martin 
Allen and I know he’s not afraid to play young¬ 
sters, that’s what I wanted. Devante’s very good 
in the air, very strong in the tackle and he’s tech¬ 
nically good to carry the ball. It’s a good time for 
him to step up and go to the next level, we can 
only teach him so much here.” 

Maidenhead will benefit from a pre-season 
friendly between the two sides, while a sell on 
clause was also included in the deal.

Players back Invicta by taking wage cut 



FOLKESTONE Invicta boss Neil 
Cugley has admitted several 
players have taken wage cuts to 
help the club make ends meet 

Flowever, Cugley insists the club 
is in a better financial state than it 
was in the summer, when he was 
unsure what direction it would take 
following a changeover of chair¬ 
man and the loss of some back¬ 
room staff. 

The Ryman One South side is 
still under a financial cloud as it 
continues to pay off debts from 
administration several years ago. 

"We are alright," said Cugley. 

"We just had to make some 
decisions, being a bit tight we didn't 
want it to get to a difficult stage. 

"The chairman (Mark Jenner) is 
trying to get rid of the debt by the 
end of this season. Until we get out 
of it it’s going to be difficult." 

While not wanting to name the 
players publicly, he thanked them 
for agreeing to a drop in wages. 

“We have still got a few con¬ 
tracted players, and I spoke to a 
couple and some have been good 
as gold and have taken a bit less," 
he said. "I told some of the players 
the situation and for some reason 
they like the club and want to stay, 


and I'm thankful for that. 

"They have helped out and we 
should be able to kick on. It's not as 
drastic as it sounds, we have still 
got seven of the team that won the 
league a few years ago. It’s not like 
before when everybody left and we 
had no money because of the OVA 
(creditors voluntary agreement) it’s 
not as bad as that, nowhere near. 


"A couple of players asked to 
leave, and they weren't badly paid 
players." 

Cugley admitted a £12,000 tax 
bill is due to be paid by April, but it 
was being taken care of. 

"That was one of those things 
that crept up on us in the summer,’ 
he said. "If you don't sort it out it 
drags on and we are trying to deal 


with it the right way. It should be 
manageable now. You get a tax bill, 
a water bill, and you're forever 
chasing your tail. 

"At one stage we didn't know 
where we were going with it. 
Hopefully we are in a better 
situation now. 

"You can always look back and 
think it would have been good to 
have a cup run to get a bit of cash." 

The latest departure from the 
Buzzlines Stadium is striker James 
Everitt who has moved to neigh¬ 
bours Hythe Town. He made an 
instant impact scoring twice on his 
debut last weekend in the 2-0 win 
against Whitstable Town. 

Others to have left in recent 
weeks include Darren Marsden 
who joined Faversham Town, and 
Lee Gledhill. 

It's meant Cugley is more reliant 
on younger players coming 
through, however he’s stopped 
short of coming out of retirement 
to help out the team. 

“I can get the boots on but not 
the shorts," he joked. "It’s quite a 
big jump for some of the young¬ 
sters, we will have to be careful 
with them. It would be nice to have 
a bit more luck."
